Proceeding further, I was intercepted by the 
Lutin, which fired a shot aoross my bows, 
Sho instructed mo to anchor five hondred 
yada away from her, but I afterwards ob- 
tained permission (on making representa. 
tions that my 200 coolies might mntiny) to 
proceed to Koh-si-Chang for provisions, At 
the island-f found aeveral, French ironclade 
but no troops. : 

«J buarded the Forfait about 5 am, oo 
Satarday, and fouod M, Pavie there writing 
lettets, Commander Raouloux, who was 
excessively courteous, said that he would 
gladly accord me permission to roceed up 
to Bangkok, but he thought I had better 
await tho arrival of Rear-Admiral Humano. 
‘The Admiral arrived in the Triomphante, 
from Saigon, about 11 am. Ho also was 
exceedingly courteous and finally qupplied

A PROMISSONY NOTE Case. 


Yung Ping Wun sued Au Ping to recover 
$700 on a promissory uote dated February 
98, 1892, and 210 for interest. 

Mr J. G. Wright (of MeV. H. Deacon's 
office) appeared on behalf of tho plaintiff, 
and Mr KE. J. Grist (of Mr OC. D. Wilkin- 
son's office) for the defendant. 

Au Ping stated—I am a trader residing 
in Hongkong. 1 know Hoog Ping Wun, 
and gave bim a promissory note for $700 at 
the Tai Keo shop. Sung Sam, tho witnesa, 
waa not present when the note was signed, 
1 was gambling with the plaintiff on 19th 
May, 1892, and lost batween $20 and $30. 
I paid him ready money. I continued 
playing and lost $100, and he told me to 
write a promissury noto for $700, Since 
the writ was issued I was spoken to by the 
laintiff, who offered to settle the case if I 
paid him $109. 

Croas-examined—I amaatudent in school, 
not a trader. I wont to Shanghai on July 
20, 1892, and returned to Huugkong on 
Jone 6 last, I had a situation a3 shipping 
clerk at Shanghai. Before going to 
Shanghai this money was not demanded 
from me. : 

Will you explain why tho promiesory 
note is dated February 22, 1892, if you 
state it was written on May 19!1—He gave 
me aform tu copy. I said tho date was 
wrong, and he aaid* Never mind, just 
siga it? 

Perhaps you don’t kaow that the stamp 
pn the note bears tho samo date?—TIt was 
an old stamped paper, There were some 
mon present, friends of the plaintiff, when 
I played.

. THE BIRTHPLACE OF CHOLERA. 


In a recently published article on ‘The 
Cholera Prospect in 1893,’ Dr St. Jobo 
Roosa, President of he Now York Academy 
oF Medicine, remarks that ‘the presvut 
epidemic in Europe’ (he might more juetly 
have said the ‘threatened epidemio’) ‘is 
the fifth invasion recorded by history.’ 

Be is right when ho says that the proba- 
ble birthplaoe of cholera is tho delta of the 
Ganges, which has an aren of about 7,500 
square miles. Such an area is of vourse 
swawpy, low-lying, and full of vegetable 
and animal mattor in a state of decay, 
Quoting the opinion of a Russian physician, 
Dr Tetyafas, our author veutilaies the 
oe thet obolera could be strangled in 
the place of its birth. This result could 
only he attained by expensive works of 
asanitary engineering kind. Dr Telyafus 
argues thot the plague was stamped out of 
the Nile delta, and that there is no reason 
why we should not begin at the point of 
manufacture of cholera germs and crash the 
diseaso out of existence at theGanges 
mouths, ‘The  meneutes recommend- 
ed would ba the cremation of the dead in 
lodia, in placo of committing the bodies to 
the Ganges. Thon, enealyptus-treas, with 
their sanitary properties, would be planted 
to form groves, 2s in Algiers, where large 
tracts of land have beéa reclaimed and ren- 
derod habitable and healthy. ; 

Dr Telyaius, howsver, would heve also to 
provide a pure water supply for Indian vil- 


lages, and to instruct the natives in the]: 


first principles of sanitation, if obolera is to 
be st¢mped out effectually in Hindostan. 1
